the fincHt elephant in thi's country. 
Daring the winter months lie and big 
»ii companions are chained by their 
hind logs in an outbuilding in tbo Cen- 
tral park, ftoatawain, until tho arrival 
of Emperor, was the pride of all the fe- 
male elephants, and Gypsy especially 
loved to carerm him with her gentle 
trunk.

Then the keepers, 
armed with long clubs, approach and 
boat him on the legs and bottoms of the 
feet. The elephant, during punishment, 
curls his trunk beneath him and closet) 
his eyes. Hour after hour goes by, 
BuiBctitncs, but the keepers only relax 
when the elephant cither becomes in- 
Honsible or cries out, which latter is a 
token of submission and a conquered 
spirit. Boatswain cried out, and was 
never again guilty of offense. Emperor, 
however, has stood this terrible punish- 
ment several times, and with such ex- 
traordinary nerve that the keepers arc 
afraid of him. He is vicious, and when- 
ever a missile comes within his roach 
he diuoharges it at tho nearest keeper 
Btraightwny, 


On Monday night Emperor watched 


one of the attendants whom he partic- 
ularly dislikes. It was bed time, and 
the man was making everything snug, 
when Kmperor suddenly turned on him 
and knocked him down. Tho keeper 
screamed as Emperor, with a shrill cry 
of rage, was on the point of dragging 
him beneath his foet and stamping him 
to death. 
Help came, and the keeper 


was saved, and then it was determined 
that Emperor should suffer for what he 
had done. 


The attendants took the long iron 


poker, with which the fires aro stirred, 
and this they heated red hot. Emperor 
was bound down in the fashion that has 
been described, and, while one of tho 
keepers held his trunk, the other ran the 
red-hot poker up into it. The savage 
punishment nearly blinded Emperor, 
but he did not squeal. 
Ho looked sul-

ping his honibly 
mutilated trunk 


wherever there ia a cool spot in tho 
shed. Tho men call this tho extreme 
punishment, and say that it has never 
been applied before in this country. It 
was not strong enough to subdue Em- 
peror.
